NEw Yomx, July 11.—The stock market
stems still unable to escape from its dull
and listless condition, and to-day there was
the same insignificant trading, while the
fluctontions in the genersl list were even of
less importance than those of last week
Bales for foreign aecount were the principal
feature in the making of prices, but while
these were prominent only in the Louis-

wville and Nashville, B8t Paul and
one or +two other wtocks, they,
in the absence of any psrticular

demand, served to give the whole list a
heavy to weak temper despite the favorable

nature of the Government crop report. This
latter influence, however, seemed to have
been fully discounted and no more than
served to check the declining tendency
insugurated by thesales for foreign account.
The indisposition to trade was never more
marked, and apart from the few leaders the
whole market remained oppressively dull,
and without character throughout the entire
eession, though sympathy with the active
shires cansed a heavy temper and drooping
quotations in the forenoon.

L. & X, was the weak point in the list,the
pressure upon it being most severe in the
early dealings, and at its lowest point it
showed a loss of 19 per cent from its final
ficure of Saturday. How much of this sel-
ling was for foreign account is & matter of
eonjesture, but there was a notable absence
of support, and its price yielded readily for
some time. On the other hand Burlington
wnx inclined to respond to the improved

rospects of the corn erop as indicated
f:_\- the Government and a
fractionsl advance in the face of
the general weekness resnlted in the early
dealings. but this gain could not be main-
tained, and with the rest of the list it retired
below the level of its first price. St. Paul dis-
played some snimation, but the only other
feature was the weakness in Louisville and
Xashrille, and later in Union Pacific, fol-
lowed by special movements in Cordage and
the Susquebanna and Western stocks, the
lmst two being advanced 2 and ¢ per cent re-
spectively without opnosition,

CHIC ' GO—The Government report show-
ing the condition of the crops mather better
than expeoted exerted a depressing effect
to-day upon all cereals. The condition of
corn and onts was especially better than the
